“ make good.” 
A careful record of 
the earnings and expenses of these 
paroled prisoners is kept by 
state 
authorities. 
The report shows 
an 
aggregate of $2,421,905.82 earned, 
QO " o 
in addition to which 
many 
receive 
board, lodging 
and 
laundry. 
E x ­ 
penses amounting 
to 
$1,980,502.07 
were reported, leaving a? balance on 
hand of 
$435,400.75, 
an 
average 
saving of $50.42 each. 
The 
board’s 
report 
sa y s: 
“ It 
speaks well for the economical value 
of the law that these men and wo­ 
men, instead of being maintained in 
prison at public 
expense, 
proved 
themselves capable of obeying 
the 
law and earning their own living.”

At the woman’s prison in Indiana­ 
polis the parole law did not become 
operative until 1899.

served their parole and 
were dis­ 
charged; 
twenty-four others were 
discharged because of the expiration 
of their sentence during the parole 
period;

the fire department and the police 
force. 
The men in both departments 
are good, clean,! two-fisted men and 
the ambition of the average 
New 
York youngster to get on the “ force” 
or to be a fire-fighter, is anamhition 
which grows out the universal ad ­ 
miration for physical ability. 
New- 
concerning the two departments, too, 
is always considered good “ copy” 
for the Manhattanite 
is proud 
of 
them. 
The fire department always 
conies into the public eye during the 
winter months for it is during that 
time that the firemen seem to do 
their most efficient and often specta­ 
cular work. 
The police department 
has attracted some attention recent­ 
ly on account of t lie vigorous policy 
pursued by some of the newspapers 
in trying to run down tlie Buff mur­ 
derers and to arouse the Detective, 
Bureau to action. 


In another way, however, the-fire 
department has been under d i s c u s ­ 
sion and that has come about main­ 
ly fell rough the efforts of the 
Fire 
Prevention 
Bureau 
which 
ha-, 
through Joseph Dammit, its 
chief, 
proposed the startling plan that the 
cost of fire-fighting be borne by the 
owners whose, property has been de­ 
stroyed by tire. 


Perhaps that is not altogether a 
fair way of stating the question for 
it is Chief Hammit’s idea to center 
the cost upon the men who have 
failed to safeguard 
properly 
their 
premises. 
I f an owner, through his 
failure to observe the laws set down 
by the fire department has a fire, that 
man should foot the bills for putting 
out the fire in his building, payj for 
the damages done to adjoining build­ 
ings by the spreading flames.

ment for college.

School Association is

Dr. Boy d say s: 
“I am heartily in 
fav or of the idea.

be u niform in operation.

ary to the general work. I shou ld like 
to see a conference of all the Bible 
Department heads, in 
colleges

ful He Ever Experienced 


The Silver Jubilee number of the 
Horse Review contains a good pic­ 
ture of Harrie Jones, the well known 
local horseman, and a lengthy article 
on the work of Jones the past sea­ 
son. 
Last season Jones adopted a 
new plan of campaigning that proved 
very successful and the Horse Re­ 
view mentions this fact. 
The article 
follows: 


Following a plan of campaigning 
that lie adopted as a settled policy, 
Harrie Jones remained on his own 
training track at 
Kushville, 
Ind., 
this year until about August I. 
This 
system was put in 
practice

ly seasoned and trained horse is, as 
a money-getter, much preferable to 
one that rushed away to start only 
half ready. 
By following this plan, 
Mr. Jones is afforded an opportunity

a part of the Jones stable was first 
raced at Muneie, Ind., where The Im­ 
porter was second? in the 2:20 pace 
to Frank R*»s in 2:151, 2:15.}, 2:151. 
Another of the Muneie starters was 
Moonbeam, at that time with a mark 
of 2:691. 
He had been laid up the 
previous season, but was not long 
in giving evidence of being rejuven­ 
ated, as he went a very good 
race 
against a formidable field as free- 
for-all pacers. 
There were seven in 
the race, 
Moonbeam 
winning 
in 
straight heats in 2:y9*, 2:00.1, 2:10. 


The stable nearly scooped the pro­ 
gram the, next week at New Castle, 
the Kushville man scoring two firsts, 
two se c o n d s and one third. 
Moon­ 
beam continued his success by a very 
handy win over a good class of 2:11 
pacers, 
his heats being paced in 
2:11]. 2:11*. 2:12; but the best per­ 
formance was by the little bay mare 
Genteel Zoo. 
She won the 2:14 trot 
from Tommy Finch 2 :09* and Angie 
B., 2:14], in’ 2:15%, 2:131, 2:14*— 
a cracking race. 
The Importer was 
second to his stable mate. Moonbeam 
the Jones team furnishing two en­ 
tries in the 2:11 pace, 
and 
Cora 
Blackford was third in the 2:17 pace 
making a pretty good week s work. 
The Kushville man has 
always 
been a top-liner at his home 
state 
fair, at Indianapolis, and this year 
proved to be no exception. 
His first 
bird to fall was at the 
2:15 
pace, 
which was raced oil the opening day, 
with a field of eight contenders. 
His 
entry, Fred Russell, lost 
the 
first 
heat to Stilletta P ratt in 2:07%, but 
was an easy winner after that, in 
2:09', 2:101, 2:10%. Another $1,000 
pace fell into the Jones basket on 
Wednesday, when he started The Im­ 
porter in tin1 2:17 pace, and won it 
in one two-three order, over a field 
of seven in 2:09.1, 
2:10*, 
2:11*. 
While he w;i> beaten, the Moonbeam 
pacer gave the Kansas marc, Mary E 
Pick, a very hard argument in the 
2:09 pace, finishing 
2-1-2-3-3 
in 
2:97}, 2:001, 2:071, 2:05}. 2:07%. 
Genteel Zoe was third 
to 
Countrp 
Tramp in the 2:13 trot, aud was also 
third in tin* 2:10 trot to Lizzie Brown 
2:071. 


Jones’ success 
followed 
him to 
Terre Haute the next week, where he 
won the 2:10 pace with The Import­ 
er, after five hot heats, paced 
in 
2:191. 2:10.1, 2:11, 
2:14], 
2:16J. 
Genteel Zoe made Forest King 2:09] 
trot four good heats to heat her. Zoe 
getting second money. 
Fred Russell 
starred again as a winner, capturing 
the 2:14 pace, after four heats, the 
time being 2:111, 2:101. 2:101, 2:121 
He then furnished a third winner in 
tlu* bay gelding Javelin 2:14}. in tin 
2:15 pace, over a field of eight, in 
2:161, 2:14], 2:141. 


The Indiana stable was one of the 
manv that raced the next week at 


the Illinois state fair, at Springfield. 
The Importer scored his third suc­ 
cessive win in as many weeks by 
beating nine other 2:17 class pacers 
in a very handy manner in 
2:09j, 
2:10j, 
2:09%. 
Genteel 
Zoe 
was 
third the same day in the 2:14 trot, 
finishing 4-3-2 to Country 
Tramp, 
being pretty close up the third heat 
in 2:09]. 
Fred Russell also scored 
a victory in the 2:12 pace, winning 
it in 2:0*8%, 2:09*, 2:101, each heat 
being handy for him. 
This start really ended the Jones 
campaign, and though not of extreme 
length, it was very successful, for 
he had won thirteen races, been eight 
times second, five times third, and 
four times fourth. 
Moonbeam 2:061 
a good free-legged pacer, The Im­ 
porter 2:09 also 
free-legged, 
and 
Fred Russell was taken to Lexington 
for a try-out over the famous Ken­ 
tucky track, and worked a 
grand 
mile, the time being 2:04, with the 
last half in 1:01 
The Jones fann, on which the mile 
track is located adjoins the 
little 
city of Kushville, Ind., one of the 
oldest horse-breeding centers in the 
middle states. 
The track is one of 
the safest and best for training pur­ 
poses in the country, and the sur­ 
rounding roads are unsurpassed for 
jogging purposes. 
Tlu? Jones train­ 
ing barn is a model structure of its 
kind, accommodating forty horses, 
and was built in 1913. 
Harrie 
is 
pardonably proud of it, for it is one 
such as few men who train at home 
can duplicate. 
Mr. Jones has 
marked 
twenty- 
seven horses in from 2:02 to 2:10, 
and has had notable success 
with 
those of erratic habits and a nervous 
temperament, as shown by his mark­ 
ing the roan mare Alcyfras in 2:031 
and racing her 
very 
successfully. 
Strict business methods 
and 
fair 
treatment are applied to 
his 
speed 
making operations and information 
as to rates for training and winter­ 
ing, also campaigning horses 
may 
he had by addressing Harrie Jones,

be of Slav origin, that is, the same

French, English and Russian Am­ 
bassadors at Nish over this Italian 
cook, existed instead between

powers themselves 
represented 
by

diplomats—that 
Ger­ 
many would long ago have had a 
walk-away and 
Cook 
Spagnoletti 
would 
have been given 
the 
Iron 
Cross of the First Class.

Nish, Servia, Nov. 5. (By Mail to 
New' York)—Nish has become the 
Bordeaux of Servia, the provisional, 
capital, the seat of government, and 
the center well protected and far 
away from the roar of battle. 
Nish conk a ins today three 
times 
its normal population. Thousands of 
fugitives have arrived here from Bel­ 
grade, Semendria and Sabaz with all 
of the worldly possessions they were 
able to carry. 
Only a month ago, people 
were 
obliged to sleep in the streets, and 
the hokels and lodging houses let out 
their beds to clients turn about for 
day and! night. 
Those who had the 
good fortune to have been able to 
engage the beds for the uigh't would 
not be out of them long enough in 
the morning for the sheets to cool off 
before those whose turn was for the 
day slipp'd in and fell asleep. Never 
less than three persons occupied a 
room. 
Servia prefers that no on© 
outside her borders know what the 
largest number was. 
All the cafes, the railway stations 
and shops transformed themselves 
inlto dormotories. 
The moment the 
dirty dishes were removed from the 
tables they were turned into double- 
decker beds. 
The luckiest individual 
-lept on top; the less fortunate ones 
underneath. 
Lititle by litle, however, this sur­ 
plus population began to spread out 
a bit, first into nearby villages then 
even to the summer resorts until to­ 
day Nish, while still staggering un­ 
der weight of a 
population 
enor­ 
mous, is able to 
accommodate 
all 
without at least making them sleep 
in the streets. 
Just alt present the population of 
the city is burdened by the presence 
of between 5,000 and 8,090 Austrian 
prisoners. 
These have lodgings in 
the fortress. 
They include repre­ 
sentatives of practically every race 
thait goe> up to make up the Aus­ 
trian empire with the exception of 
Italians. 
Of them there is not a 
one. 
Every day 
these 
prisoners 
are 
-eeri to march out, under heavy es­ 
cort of soldiers to the field- near the 
city where they are made to help get 
in the crops and carry on other im­ 
portant public works. 
They receive 
the same rations daily as the 
Ser­ 
vian soldiers, and are treated with 
all the humanity permitted 
by the 
conditions existing in Servia after 
three wars.
